A loose_©urf&ce, all weather road p x JOy runs from ETbasan southeast to 
Kora ^Korrqe/ ^ Pogmdec and Mil lag. 'Ms type of loose surface, 
all weather road continued in and around Sore©, Podgorje and Bosuiigied. 

The road i« approximately two lanes vide and 1© constructed for heavy 
usage* 

The roadbeds am constructed of crushed stone and the top l ayer is gravel 
surfaced with sand* Xn sok» sections the i*>edbods base a natural rocky 
and stone foundation because the mad travels through mountainous terrain* 
However, the roads mm in poor condition and any repair work or mintcnance 
which is retired is performed by the farmers and villagers. 


Several loose surface, all weather roads Jy SO^f run in the vicinity of 
Ebstec, Kakac and Dunlce* The roads are also a^pmxiEeitely two lanes 
wide and are able to absorb heavy usage* The road foundation consists 
of crushed rock and the top layer consists of crushed rock surfaced with 
mod. A periodic catlatenance of the roads is required which is performed 
by villagers or fa mars using old fashioned equipeaent. 


A maker of loose surface, dry weather dirt roads £0i&f run in the 
vicinity of Pogradec, Hasten mad Kak&c. Occasionally the dirt roads 
are able to absorb heavy usage* During the f spring rains the dirt roads 
are covered with rods boulder® and stonee which come rolling down from 
the rmin tains. TJbenewe r this occurs the villagers and famsero crush 
these rocks and fill in the potholed or ratted dirt roads wiiich were 
caused by the mins, The dirt roads hem a raitaral rocky and stony founder 
tion because the yqw%& run through i^untaiiaous terrain. 


A concrete constructed bridge which is reinforced with steel is located 
at Mlag. It crosses the Devoll Hiver which flows from Idge-nr i-Maliget 
(Liqen Maliqit) hake nortbeaet westward* The bridge Is in good condition, 
over two lanes wide and is able to absorb ijeavy usage. The bridge does 
not open. 
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
